OUR POLICY ON EXTRAS AND 
COUNT: We give full count on 
bulbs and bulblets, and to be 
absolutely sure we add a few more 
on larger quantities. In addition, 
we put in SOME EXTRAS on 
every retail bulb order. But when 
we have to ship C.O.D. it costs us 
money to make out tags, etc., so 
you get most extras on orders fully 
PAID IN ADVANCE. On retail 
orders for bulbs or bulblets only, 
if fully paid with order, you get 
extras as follows: Order from $3 to 
$6 and you get 10% extra bulbs or 
bulblets.

Gladiolus Classification 


SIZE AND COLOR NUMBERS 


In this catalog color and size of a variety are 
according to the revised “List of Gladiolus 
Varieties Classified for Show Purposes, 1953,’’ as 
issued by the North American Gladiolus Council, 
which is bound in the June, 1953, Bulletin of that 
organization. Its designation of color or size does 
not always agree with the color or size of that 
variety according to other listings, such as that 
of the New England Gladiolus Society, as pub- 
lished in its magazine for February, 1953. Not 
everyone sees a color or size the same, so it is 
not surprising that a variety may be given a 
different size or color by different persons. How- 
ever, it is necessary in a catalog to adopt one 
listing for consistency, so our size and color 
numbers agree with those of the N.A.G.C. list 
mentioned above. 

The first digit of the three digit number after 
each variety indicates the usual size of its florets: 


1. Miniature, less than 2’ 

2. Small, 214” through 314” 

3. Medium, above 314” through 444” 
4. Large, above 414” but less than 519” 
5. Giant, 54” or over 


The second and third digit of the classification 
number give the color. An even third digit indi- 
cates a variety without conspicuous markings, 
while an odd third digit indicates conspicuous 
markings on the color which is one numeral 
lower. For instance, 541 is a giant bloom of a 
light pink with conspicuous markings, such as 
Ballerina, while 210 would indicate a small 
light yellow with no conspicuous markings, such 
as Dresden, as per the following:

The winning seedlings are selected in January but because of propagation 
requirements are not publicly announced till the following January. 

They 
will be described and pictured in color in this catalog.

HOW TO READ PRICES, COLOR, SEASON, ETC. 


At the end of the description of each variety appear prices for large (L), medium 
(M), and small (S) bulbs, plus bulblets (B). In most cases the letter has only one price 
after it, meaning that that is the price for one bulb of that size and variety. For in- 
stance, under Ace of Spades appears L .60, M .40, S .25, B 6/.25,25/.75. This means 
that one large bulb costs 60 cents, a medium bulb 40 cents and a small bulb 25 cents, 
Also that bulblets cost 6 for 25 cents or 25 for 75 cents. 

Sometimes the base price is given for two or more bulbs, meaning that not less 
than that number is sold. For instance, Bushfire has L 2/.30, M 2/.20, S 5/.25, B 
Pkg .30, meaning that not less than those quantities are sold. 

IMPORTANT: Unless otherwise stated, you may buy 10 bulbs of any size and 
variety for 8 times the single bulb price, or 5 bulbs for four times the price of one. 
For example, in the case of Ace of Spades the price of ten bulbs would be L 4.80, 
M 3.20, S 2.00. If the base price is 2/.25, then 10 cost 1.00. If the base price is 3/.25, 
then 10 cost .70. If the base price is 4/.25, then 10 cost .50. 


Number following variety name gives its size and color according to classification 
on page 3. Letter after originator’s name designates season of bloom, as follows: 
VE.—very early; E.—early; EM.—early midseason; M.—midseason; LM.—late mid- 


season; L.—late.

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Plant Gladiolus Seed ana propuce NEW VARIETIES 


Last season we offered seeds for the first time 
and we were surprised to find the vast interest 
in growing gladiolus from seed. Our supply was 
rapidly exhausted and we were embarrassed to 
have to refund on so many orders. This season 
we have been fortunate in making our crosses 
early in the season, thus obtaining many plump 
pods of seeds. 

All our crosses have been carefully planned to 
provide the maximum amount of good seedlings. 
Test plantings of these crosses have given us 
many interesting new seedlings which we feel 
will be future Gove introductions. Giant deep 
yellows, huge non-burning reds, spectacular 
blotched and ruffled miniatures were present in 
these crosses. Note that many of these crosses 
have the same varieties as one parent mainly 
because that particular variety has provided 
certain desirable characteristics in its seedlings. 

The crosses are made under controlled con- 
ditions. All plants are emasculated (anthers 
removed) early in the morning to avoid contami- 
nation by pollen carried by birds and insects. 
The petals are removed from the flower also and 
only the stigma remains. Pollination is made 
from freshly collected pollen by experienced plant 
hybridizers on our staff. 

Hybridizing is expensive, thus we have to ask 
a reasonable price for the seed. Our crosses are 
not collected seed from chance crosses with un- 
known parentage but carefully planned and 
executed crosses. 

Once the seed is matured the pods are collected 
and all the plump seeds are removed and cleaned 


In growing glads from seed remember 
that no two seedlings will be alike. You 
can get most any color from any cross. 

Plant the seeds shallow 1-114" deep, like 
any other seed. Since they are rather slow 
in germinating cover them with burlap or 
other material to hold the moisture till the 
seedlings appear. Fertilize lightly and 


frequently with 5 - 10 - 10 and water 
regularly during the growing season. They 
should make small to medium bulbs the 
first year. Some bloom for us here in Ver- 


mont and all will bloom the second year. 
Good culture will produce large bulbs 
especially in the central and southern areas 
of the United States where the season is 
long. Gladiolus are easy to grow from seed, 
try some and get a thrill of having your 
own seedling to name and introduce if 
they are worthy of introduction. If they 
are good we will do it for you and you will 
receive a modest reward for your efforts.

Glads are easy to grow 


You can just stick the bulbs in the ground and 
with no care can often get really good glads, 
especially if you have plenty of rain. However, 
like everything else it pays to do things right 
and be sure of good results. I send a 6 page in- 
struction sheet with every order. The things they 
must have to be at their best are full sun, good 
drainage and plenty of water. Fertilizer is sec- 
ondary. 


Gladiolus types and sizes 


Glads can be had in every size from the huge 
ones measuring up to about 8 inches across down 
to the smallest miniatures not much over an inch 
in diameter. There are devotees of all sizes. The 
largest ones are nice for garden specimens or for 
large vases in the house. The small and medium 
sizes are better for arrangements. At the shows 
you can enter all the five size classifications. The 
large ones are still the most popular with home 
gardeners but there is a very strong growing 
demand for the medium and small sizes. For 
modern apartments they_are more suitable than 
the giants. 

As to type, there is about every conceivable 
form you can imagine. This year Bird of Para- 
dise adds a new form. Nearly all varieties have 
ruffling of some sort. 


What size bulbs to grow 


Theoretically Jumbos will give the best bloom, 
especially if de-eyed, that is, all eyes cut out 
but one. Some varieties will do their best from 
Jumbos. But not many Jumbos are available 
and really a #1 or 2 not over two years old from 
bulblets is best in most cases. The cut flower 
growers do not plant Jumbos but sell them and 
plant younger bulbs. Usually age is more im- 
portant than size. Some varieties do not naturally 
make large bulbs anyway. For my own use I 
would plant medium size and give them good 
care. 

Small bulbs look awfully small to a beginner 
but they really will produce fine blooms. Many 
people are surprised at the size bloom they get 
from small bulbs the first time they plant them. 
Our main planting to produce bulbs for sale are 
almost entirely small bulbs, and they bloom 
profusely. 


Blooms open 


The number open at one time varies greatly 
under different conditions and different years. 
I don’t know why. So, tf a variety that should 
open &-10 opens only 5-6 don’t condemn it on 
just trial. 
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Growing for shows 


Use large bulbs. In some kinds Jumbo bulbs 
with all but one eye cut out do the best. 


Plant on good well-drained soil. Well rotted 
manure put on the fall before will help. Or mulch 
with rotted manure. 


Make several very light applications of fer- 
tilizer. Give plenty of water at all times, es- 
pecially when coming into bloom. Be sure to 
visit all shows you can and enter your best ones 
in the shows. 


Balance 


For Show purposes a spike of bloom should 
have ‘‘balance’’—that is, a proper relation 
between the number of blooms open, buds in 
color and tight buds at the end. But for the home 
garden I don’t believe many are interested in 
that. I believe most people want as many open as 
they can get even if there aren’t a lot of buds at 
the top of the spike. With ten open a spike should 
have twenty or more total buds but some fine 
varieties don’t have that many. 


Blooming dates 


Definite blooming dates are misleading as 
they vary in different parts of the country and 
the same variety often blooms over a period of 
a month or more. So all we can say is they are 
early, midseason or late. 


Fertilizer 


About the first question a beginner asks is 
“what fertilizer do you use.’ Really if your soil 
is reasonably good you don’t need much fertilizer 
—go easy especially on nitrogen. Water is more 
important than fertilizer. 


Bulblets 


Bulblets are a good means of getting started 
im high priced varieties but remember they do 
not germinate 100% under the best conditions 
and so many things can happen and growing 
conditions vary so much that no one can guar- 
antee all bulblets to grow. If I were buying high 
priced bulblets I would peel them or at least 
crack the shells. Putting them in the sun for 
several hours also helps. Most varieties do 
germinate easily but sometimes bulblets are erratic 
in their behavior, germinating well under certain 
conditions but not under others. If you get bad 
or defective bulblets I will be glad to replace them 
but we cannot guarantee sound bulblets to grow 
100%. 


For a long blooming season 


If you have glads vou will want them over as 
long a season as possible. So plant early ones as 
early as possible and a succession every 10 days 
or so till about 70-80 days from your first killing 
frost. My long season specials are fine. Also the 
unlabeled collections will bloom over a long 
period. 


Ruffled varieties 


Many people ask for ruffied ones. The fact 
1s most all varieties are more or less ruffled. 
Plain petaled ones look terribly plain nowadays. 
In order for a plain one to get by it must be 
exceptional in other respects. 


Changing color 


Let’s settle this once and for all that glads do 
not change color except for the occasional sport 
that comes once in many thousands of bulbs 
planted. When you plant a certain variety that 
is the variety that will bloom unless it was 
labeled wrong. Some varieties die out while 
others propagate fast and so make the grower 
think they have changed. Some times a variety 
that has sported to another shade will revert to 
the original color. This is especially the case of 
pinks that sported white like Leading Lady. 


Identification of blooms 


We are always glad to identify a bloom if we 
can. If you do send us any for identification 
always send a part of a sptke—at least 5 or 6 
buds and send them in the bud by air mail, if 
possible. Always when an open bloom is sent 
it arrives here with the color nearly all gone and 
usually decayed. 


Spotted blooms 


In some varieties the color sometimes peels 
out or becomes spotted by rain or dew. However, 
if the spotting is very bad it may be a virus of 
some sort that is carried by insects. DDT and 
Chlordane are the standard insecticides for thrips 
but to avoid the virus carrying insects you should 
spray or dust with some other material as 
Lindane or Pomo-green as these insects are not 
harmed by DDT 

In the fall or after heavy rains sometimes the 
blooms become spotted by Botrytis. Spray with 
Fermate for this. If your blooms become badly 
spotted during good weather and you think it is 
a virus, pull out the plants and destroy them. 


Crooked Stems 


Crooked stems is mostly a variety character- 
istic. However crooking is worse in extreme heat 
or when the plants have become soft thru too 
much fertilizer or water. Many kinds will wilt 
in hot sun but usually straighten up during the 
night. A few varieties are just natural crookers 
yet come straight under good conditions. 
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Guarantee 


We always try to satisfy our customers. If 
anything goes wrong or a variety 1s not true to 
name, we will do all we can to make things right. 

But, we do not guarantee bulblets to grow as 
so many things beyond our control can happen. 

And, we can’t guarantee the crop you harvest. 
Too much depends on weather and other con- 
ditions that we can’t control. However, if any- 
thing goes wrong just write us and we will do 
our utmost to help you. 


Thrips 


Is a minute insect that dries up the buds so 
they do not open. It is easily controlled by 
DDT or Chlordane. The first time a person 
gets thrips in his glads he thinks it is some 
mysterious disease and gets discouraged and 
doesn’t know what to do. Remember any time 
your plants make good growth but the buds 
turn brown and dry up so they don’t open, the 
trouble 1s thrips. To avoid this spray or dust every 
week or 10 days from the time they come up. 
Then you will have no trouble from thrips. 


Southern Gardeners 


Every year we state in our catalog that no 
northern grown bulbs are ready to plant in Florida 
or anywhere else till about January 1st. They 
have to have a rest. Yet every fall we get a lot of 
orders and enquiries about bulbs to plant at 
once. THE ONLY WAY to have northern grown 
bulbs to plant from September to January 1s to 
order them in the spring or early summer and 
either put them in a cold storage or let us hold 
them in our refrigerator. We can hold only retail 
orders however. Large orders should be put in 
storage at 35—4o degrees. The earlier you order 
the better because late in the season we are always 
out of many kinds.

Opportunities 


There are innumerable opportunities for small 
growers around many towns thruout the country 
in growing glads. There are hundreds of towns 
where gladiolus blooms are not available either 
for local florists or the public. I believe small 
growers could make some easy money in such 
places by growing a limited number of varieties, 
perhaps from medium size bulbs. If interested I 
will be glad to correspond with you about it.

Our Trial Garden 


We conduct a trial garden each season to 
evaluate new seedlings prior to listing them in 
our catalogue. In this manner we are able to 
screen from the mass of new seedlings available 
for introduction the best to name and introduce. 

This season we grew 437 new varieties and 
seedlings. From this group we selected 35 to 
introduce or co-introduce where the stock was 
not available for sale. Several other promising 
seedlings are being propagated for future intro- 
duction. We grew 173 Dutch originations, 18 
Australian—New»Zealand originations. The re- 
mainder were North American originations. In 
our trial planting we had 29 entries for the All 
America Gladiolus Selections and check 
plants of the North American Gladiolus Council 
Trial Garden. 

The trial garden was planted in late May 
due to the wet spring.

In most cases one half of the stock of 
each variety was sent to Mr. H. O. Evans of 
Solon, Ohio who grew and recorded their per- 
formance in Ohio. We also visited each other’s 
gardens during the blooming season to compare 
notes. 

From this careful method of study we feel that 
our selection of varieties represents the best we 
can obtain. We encourage those who have new 
seedlings of merit to send them to us for study.

It should be the aim of hybridizers to endeavor 
to produce new varieties in the following colors 
as there is definite room for improvement: 

Reds, all shades, scarlet, lavender, violet and 
the deeper shades of vellow. The trend of hy- 
bridization may best be shown by a color break- 
down of varieties entered in the trial garden last 
season.

However it is 
evident there should be a planned hybridizing 
program for the hard to get colors otherwise 
they will not be obtained by chance crosses. 

Every hybridizer should check his seedlings 
with the standard named varieties. We compare 
each seedling with the best of its color to deter- 
mine whether it is worthy for introduction.
